The window opens from the living 
quarters occupied by Luddecke «nd his 
wife in the southwest corner of tie club 
building. Mrs. Luddecke was prostrated 
and unable to make a statement immed- 
lately after the finding of the body. She 
was sleeping when her husband fell 
from the window and knew nothing 
about it until the body was found and 
she was awakened by attaches of the 
club. The distance from the window to 
the ground is 40 feét and death had 
evidently been instantaneous. 

An employe of the club notified John

NEW YORK; sa i Men for abol- 
ishing icebergs ‘is to be laid before Con- 
gress. The New York Board of Trade 


and Transportation announces its en- 
dorsement of a bill which Congressman 
Calder of Brooklyn will submit at 
Washington, calling for a Government 
commission to study the feasibility of 
constructing a huge jetty across the 
Grand Banks of New Foundland. 

The idea, which~the members of the 
board at first inelined to jeer, but later 
adopted, was explained by its originator, 
Cc. L. Riker of Brooklyn. He said he 
would obstruct the Labrador current by 
laying a steel cable 10 inches in diameter 
across the Grand Banks; against which 
the current would deposit sand and form 
a ridge extending’ for 200 miles to the 
east of Cape Race. : 

This, he declared, would be sufficient 
to shift the current, so that the warm 
gulf stream and the cold Labrador cur- 
rent would commingle, melting the ice in 
the latter and eliminating icebergs not 
only from the region of the Grand 
Banks, but also from the entire Arctic 
circle. 

Greenland, he maintained, would be 
transformed inte-@ gatden;-and England 
would be surrounded by a current as 
warm as the Casribean Gea. 

Riker declared that, however wild 
this project might seem at first sighr, 
it had received much indorsement, and 
even the United States hydrographic of- 
fice had considered the project feasible.

Baker, with J. P.. Morgan and 
James Stillman, makes up, according 
to Samuel Untermyer, counsel for 
the committee, the most powerful 
group of financiers in’ New York. 

A retinue of attorneys accompanied 
the New York financier to Washing- 
ton, headed by Baker, his brother. 
and chief counsel and former Senator 
John C. Spooner. : 

Because he refused to give the” 
House Money ‘Trust Committee - the 
names of % national bank officers 
who profited in 4 syndicate 
formed to market the stock of 
the Califronia Petroleum Co., George 
G. Henry of Solomon & Co., New York — 
hankers, was certified to the Speaker of 
the House today for contempt. The full 
Banking and Currency Committee voted 
unanimously for that action. 

Henry testified that national banks 
and national bank officers participated 
in a syndicate to the extent of $1,085,000 
and. without putting up any money or 


about $50,000. He maintained that hm 
confidentia!] relations with his customers 
would not allow him to fturnish the 
rames of the participants, and present- 
ed a statement framed by former 5Sen- 
ator John C. Spooner as counsel, Justi- 
fying his refusal to answer. 

The Speaker presented the certification 
to the House and that body voted to 
certify the facts to the United States 
Attorney for the District of Columbia, 
with authority to proceed with a crim- 
inal action involving fine or imprison- - 
ment. 

The case threatens to involve the ulti- 
mate question of the Money Trust Com- 
mittee’s authority to inquire into the 
affairs of national banks, whith proba- 
bly would be taken to the Supreme 
Court. Opinions on the subject differ. 

If the Henry case is fought out to a 
conclusion the committee’s itnquiry in 
the questions to which it Is.related may 
te blocked pending a decision. 

Baker, as he took the stand, presented 
by his calm and dignified appearance 
and his ruddy face and white sidewhisk- 
ers, a type of the traditional old-fash- 
foned business man. , 

He testified that in 1874, the capital: 
of the First National was $600,000 and : 
Was increased in 1901 to $10,000,000 by a 
dividend of $9,500,000. A surplus of $11,- 
641,000 was left after that dividend. He 
went over the yearly dividends since 
then, showing they ranged from 2 &

Judge Ryan said he believed Isbell’s 
kind treatment of the aged woman 
caused her to choose him as the recip- 
lent of the hoarded money. 

"I believe,” Ryan said to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Thursday, “that 
Isbell was as much surprised when 
Mrs. Noble handed over her certifi- 
cate of deposit to him as anyone 
could be who has since heard about 
it. He had called to see the old 
woman several times and had done 
her kindly services. She had asked 
him about himself and his family 
and had learned that he lately lost 
his mother and that his two children 
were in a convent. These things 
drew her sympathy to him. 

“This was the reason, I believe, why 
she picked out- Isbell as the one to re- 
ceive her money. Her reason for wish- 
ing to give it to someone was, as has 
been told, her strong aversion to the 
idea that her nephews should get it.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


The contempt case against the 
Capital News was based on the 
publication of 31 articles, of 
which 17 were editorial criticisms of 
the decision of that court in denying 
the Progressive party State ticket a 
place upon the ballot, the ruling be- 
ing based on the ground that presi- 
dential] electors are not State officers 
within the meaning of a law provid- 
ing for filing nominations by persons 
wherein signatures of 300 voters are 
required to nominate State officers. 

The other articles consisted of mes- 
sages Of Roosevelt to the people of 
Idaho criticising the same decision, 
interviews with Senator Poindexter, 
Progressive State Chairman Gibson 
and others to the same effect. 

The ballot case was filed Sept. 30, 
and a written opinion filed by the 
court and published Oct. 9. A mandate 
to the Secretary of State was issued 
the same date and tickets certified 
for printing Oct. 11. A petition fora 
rehearing was filed Oct. 15 and denied 
Oct. 

Seven of the articles set forth in the 
information were published after the 
rehearing was denied and the court 
holds these parts of the alleged con- 
tempt which could properly be con- 
sidered as showing malice in the pub- 
lication of former articles. 

Words in the Roosevelt messages 
specifically set forth in that decision 
as contemptuous are: “It is impos- 
sible to protest too strongly against 


- what is Mterally the infamy of this 


decision,”’ “reactionary conduct of a 
reactionary court,” “it is an attempt 


YT” to beat the cause by trickery and 


chicanery.”’ 

The interview by Senator Poin- 
-dexter contained’ the words, 
“the decision is an outrage 
and a flagrant instance, fortunately 
rare, of the attempted control of 
politics by the bench. It is as tyran- 
nical as the action of the Taft State 
Lommittee at Aberdeen and the Na- 
tional Committee at Chicago, and 
worse because it was perpetrated 
by a court.” 

State Chairman Gibson said: ‘’The 
Republican State Central Committee 
is directly responsible for one of the 
greatest crimes ever committed 
against the electoral franchise of the 
people of the United States.” This 
was said in an interview condemn- 
ing that committee for bringing the 
case resulting in the ballot deci- 
sion. 

These articles all appeared after 
the written opinion was  pub- 
lished and before the petition 
for a rehearing was filed. 

The first editorial complained of 
was published two days before the 
ballot case was filed and condemned 
the Republican committee for its 
supposed intention to file the case, 
and declared that a “majority of our 
Supreme Court is honest.’’ The sec- 
ond editorial, after the decision, 
said: ‘‘the other Justices of the Su- 
preme Court might have known they 
were wrong when Justice Sullivan 
agreed with them.” 

Other editorials contained specific 
words complained of as follows: 
‘Not even the Supreme Court can 
disfranchise intelligence;’’ ‘“‘The case 
is one that will never be referred 
to by other courts as a precedent, 
unless an instance should. arise 
where some other Court is seeking 
an excuse to disfranchise the people 
of the State when there is no law 
which authorizes such disfranchise- 
ment.”’ 

‘Fas it ever struck the readet with 
force that all the suits brought to 
deprive any electors of their right 
to vote as they please this year have 
been brought by the Taft Republican 
machines, in holding to the literal, 
strained, narrow construction of the 
words, ‘State office,’ in designat- 
ing how a petition shall be gotten 
up in order to file a nomination for 
a ‘public office,’ the Court gave its 
approval to the plan of the Repub- 
lican State Central Committee, the 
Republican State candidates and the 
supporters of the Republican ma- 
chine to disfranchise a very large 
portion of the peopk of the State?’; 
the Supreme Court clearly fafled to 
comprehend the law which it inter- 
preted so as to prevent the printing 
of the Roosevelt electors upon the 
ballot.”’ 

This statement was followed by an 
argument attempting to show where- 
in it was. believed the Court had 


failed to comprehend the law. Other

ernment officials with railroad companies 
for the transportation of the pris@rners 
to Fort Leavenworth. 

A letter bearing the date of Nov. 19, 
addressed to officials of the Missouri 
Pacific Raflroad, has been obtained by 
labor leaders. It shows the negotia- 
tions between the Government and tho 
railroad, in November, for the transpor- 
tation to Leavenworth of the prisonérs 


who were hot convicted until Dec. 30. 

EK. F. Kearney, general superintendent 
of the Missouri Pacific, said, when asked 
about the matter Thursday, that cor- 
respondence on the matter passéd 
through his office some time before the 
conviction of the Indianapolis prisoners, 
but he at first doubted whether the 
matter dated so far back as Nov. 19 
On consulting his records, he found that 
the first letter bore that date. He said 
he had no doubt the letter made public 
by labor leaders was a correct copy of 
the one received by his office on the 
matter. 

He said the Government made a prac- 
tice Of arranging a long time in advance 
for ‘railroad transportation, to make sure 
that the rolling stock would be on hand 
when wanted. The most frequent oc- 
casions for the use of transportation, he 
said, were the movements of soldiers 
and prisoners. 

Such arrangements with the Govern- 
ment by railroads, he said, are subject 
to cancellation, and in this case the ar- 
rangement would have béen off in case 
there had been no prisoners to transport.

GRADE SEPARATION | 
TOWER GROVE 
P TO RAILROADS} 


Board of Improvements After 
Hearing, Expects a Satisfac- 
tory Arrangement. 


Engineers of the Missouri Pacific and 
Frisco Railroads are now considering 
details and plans of the Board of Public 
{mprovements for eliminating the Tower 
Grave grade crossing, following a con- 
ference held Wednesday by the board 
and representatives of the railroads. 
Maxime Reber, president of the board, 
said Thursday that the only question 
row remaining in abolishing the surface 
erossing at that point is the decision of 
the engineers as to the exact plans for 
depressing the tracks and raising the 
grade of the street. 

If the engineers approve, the Board 
of Public Improvement plans, or sub- 
mit new specifications, an ordinance will 
be introduced in the Municipal Assem- 
bly within the next month authorizing 
the railroads to separate the grades, 
according to Reber. The railroad rep- 
resentatives and city officials practic- 
ally agreed at the conference, Reber 
gaid, that the plan of depressing the 


feasable and reasonable. 
Damage Question Left Open. 

No decision as to the consequential 
damages was reached at the conference, 
this being left to the Municipal As- 
sembly to settle. The Board of Public 
Improvements has recommended, in pre- 
senting former ordinances, that the city 
assume the consequential damages if 
the railroads agreed to accept the pro- 
visions and commence work at once. No 
specific recommendation on this point 
has been made for the Tower Grove 
crossing. 

The plans outlined by the board in 
pursuance of the Supreme Court decision 
stating that grade-crossing plans must 
be “reasonable,’’ provide that the rail- 
road tracks shall be depressed 12 feat 
and the street raised 12 feet at that 
point. 

“The law requires a clearance of 2 
feet,’””’ Reber told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter. .This plan will give a clearance 
of a little more than 20 feet. The rail- 
road represent&tives declared that they 
were willing to meet the city half way 
and I now believe that a definite agree- 
ment will be reached soon by which this 
dangerous crossing will be eliminated.” 

Viaduct 1000 Feet Long. 

The proposed plans provide for ap- 
proaches about 350 in length to the 
street elevation, which will make the 
elevated highway about 1000 feet long. 

Representatives of the American Car 
Co. said the American Tobacco Co., 
who filed suits resulting in the court 
decision declairing void the former ordi- 
nances for the crossing elimination, 
attended the conference. They indicated 
that the new plans will not seriously 
interfere with the switching facilities 
at their plants and will not be objected 
to by them.

Saunders, Specialist, Says 
Number of Rabies Cases Is 
Appalling. 





Unmuzzled dogs make the streets 
of St. Louis as dangerows as the 
jungles of Africa, according to Dr. 
E. W. Saunders of 1601 South Grand 
avenue, a specialist in the treatment 
of children, who are most often the 
victims of rabid dogs. 

“The state of things existing in 
St. Louis,” said Dr. Saunders to. 
Post-Dispatch reporter Thursday, “is 
a disgrace to civilization. The -num- 


ber of dog bites treated at gthe City | 


Dispensary ig something ‘appalling. 


The number of rabid dogs’is increas- | 


ing because dogs are permitted, to 
run the streets unmuzzled. 
Stamped Out in Europe. 

“In England there has not been a 
case of rabies in 10 years. There used 
to be many cases. It has been stamped 
out by the muzzling of all dogs. A doz 
is not permitted to be imported and 
turned lose in the country until it has 
been quarantined and found to be free 
from infection. 

“In the large cities of Germ 
has been stamped out through 
forced muzzling of the dogs. 

“Muzzling should be ahsdlutely en- 
forged in St. Louis and every dog that 
is not muzzled should be shot. 

“The general: apathy on the subject 
is astonishing. Most persons have «an 
inherent idea that muzzling is cruel. 
They are enttrely wrong. It has been 
done for’ more than a genération in 
other countries. In fact it is a mercy 
to the dogs themselves. It keeps them 
from hurting each other and from con- 
tracting rabies. It is the greatest boon 
to dogs.- Why there should be any op- 
position to it is a mystery,

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Cat Bites Dangerous. 

“The virus of rabies is extremely per- 
sistent. In Russia a man scratched 
himself with a knife that had been used 
to kill a mad wolf 30 years before, and 
rabies. resulted. The virus never diex. 
The danger is increased by dogs com- 
municating rabies tO cats, foxes, wolves 
and skunks. In some communities there 
are more cases of rabies from cat bites 
than from dog bites. 

“The sufferings of a victim of rabies 
are horrible. I saw a man at the city 
hospital whose convulsions were so ter- 
rible that he ruptured his lings and the 
air escaping from them inflated his 
body, Pu 1 

“Every dog-in St. Louis should ‘be 
muzzled without delay and should: be 
kept muzzled all the time. Until this 
is done no one will be safe from the 
horrors of rabies.”’

Starkloff Says 


Dr. Max Starkloff, Health Com- 
missioner, in a statement on the 
danger from unmuzzled dogs, pre- 
pared for the Post-Dispatch, says: 

The situation is serious. St. Louis 
is infested with . dangerous dogs, 
many of which have rabies. Last 
year there were five deaths from 
rabies in St. Louis. There is no ex- 
cuse for a single deaih to occur 
from this cause. In no American 
community should such a con+l'tion 
exist. We should have a law that 
“ would protect everybody from liabil- 
ity to dog bite. 

Several hundred persons in _ S8t. 
Louis have been undergoing the 
mental anguish of knowing that they 
have been bitten by rabid dogs. 
There has not been. any imagina- 
tion about it. Microscopical exam- 
ination of the brains of the dogs 
has shown that they were mad. 

There are more mad dogs in St. 
Louis now than there were last 
summer and the number is constant- 
ly increasing through one rabid dog 
biting others. The seasons haye 
nothing #2.dg6. With it. The weather 
cuts no figure. One mad dog can 
start an epidemic of rabie#.it one 
séason as well as at another.

Trisection of No Significance, 

“The trisection of an angle has no prac- 
tical significance, for in actual practic» 
any carpenter can trisect an agle with 
his ordinary tools. But to do it scienti- 
fically, with compass and ruler, and 
demonstrate absolutely correctness, is 
another matter. The duplication of a 
cube is another matter of no practical 
value. Yet like all puzzles, these things 
attract certain persons. 

“The man who says he can do these 
things is generaliy sincere, but his state- 
ment is just as absurd as if, knowing 
the word ‘ja,’ meaning ‘yes,’ he should 
declare that he could speak German. 

‘Tf the man had solved Fermat’s 
theorem, he would be rich. There is a 
prize of about $40,000 in real money 
awaiting the man who can solve the 
theorem, or who can prove wherein thy 
theorem falls. The solution of the 
fifth-degree equation, another feat 
which McGinnis is said to claim, is a 
thing that cannot be done without vio- 
lating the rules of the game. 

“Tf you and I were playing poker, and 
I should draw five aces, you would 
say I had had one ace up my sleeve 
or that I had stacked the deck. It’s the 
same way about this trisection of the 
angle and fifth-degree equation. A man 
can't play aceording to the rules of the 
game and do those things. Of course, he 
might trisect the angle by a machine, 
and claim to have proved a solution. 

‘‘A Paris mathematical publisher told 
me that every year he received, on an 
average, three proofs of the trisection 
of the angle. Dr. Cole of Columbia 
University, when professor of mathe- 
matics at Ann Arbor, received a letter 
from a man who said he had a solu- 
tion of the problem. When Dr. Cola 
did not reply, the man wrote again. 
threatening to ‘expose’ him. Dr. Cole 
answered with a card, on which he 
wrote: ‘Lydia Pinkham’s Pills for Pale 
People.’’’ The man did not write him 
again. 

“These solutions by ‘mathematical 
geniuses’ of problems which scholars 
cannot solve are all hocus-pocus.,”’ 

What McGinnis Offered. 

The mathematical feats which McGin- 
nis offered to perform for Gov. Folk in 
1907, in return for a pardon, were the 
following: 

A general solution of the equation Iit- 
eral of the fifth degree. 

Proof that all even-degree equations 
can be depressed one degree, and that 
all odd-degree equations can be de- 
pressed two degrees. 

A general logarithmic solution for nu.- 
meral equations up to and including the 
sixth degree, with proof that numerical 
equations of all degrees can be solved 
by, logarithms and eliminating ‘Des- 
cartes’ rule of signs,’’ the Newton, Le- 
grange and Horner’s methods of approx- 
imation and the difficult ‘Sturm meth- 
od.”’

FALL, ALLIES HOPE, 
WITHIN FEW DAYS 


Peace Conference. Difficulty, In- 
volving Turkish City, Expected 
to Solve Itself. 








By Associated Press. 
LONDON, Jan. 9%.—Adrianople will 


capitulate in the opinion of the Balkan 
plenipotentiaries, within a few days, 
either directly to the besieging forces or 
through European pressure. 

Meanwhile the ambassadorial confer- 


ence is doing little, hoping that the 
Adrianople difficulty will solve itself, in 
some manner and thus make interfer- 
ence by the powers unnecessary. More- 
over the action of the ambassadors is 
hampered by the previous agreement 
that they must be unanimous in any 
decision requiring active interference. 

Should the fall of Adrianople still be 
delayed, now that the conference is sus- 
pended, tt might become imperative for 
Europe to intervene; otherwise Europe 
would lose the prestige entitling her to 
dictate her will in smaller matters, such 
as creating an autonomous Albania and 
partitioning the Aegean Islands. 

One suggestion is that, failing a better 
solution, Adrianople might be ceded to 
the Powers, who could transfer it to 
the allies after permiting the Turkish 
garrison to depart with the honors of 
war, and guaranteeing other conditions, 
as the reservation of religious and prop- 
erty rights to the Turks and the crea- 
tion of certain courts for the trie! of 
civil suits arising between the Mus- 
sulmans. 

Some of those among the advanced 
section of the allied delegates are of 
the opinion that now that they have 
paved the way for the expulsion of 


Turkey from Europe the Powers ought 


to complete the work by removing Islam 
from Constantinople and transforming 
the Turkish capital into an autonomous 
city under European control, and that 
they should study some system with 
the object of giving a real civilized gov- 
ernment to Asia Minor. If such steps 
are not taken, they declare that ere 
long there will be a repetition in Asia 
Minor of what hag just occurred in the 
Balkans. 

Dispatches from Constantinople indi- 
cate that every sort of opinion obtains 
there as to the probable attitude of the 
Turk. Some declare that the Porte is 
prepared to cede the city, while others 
are equally firm in the belief that it 
never will be given up while Turkey is 
able to fight.

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ADRIANOPLE WILL 
FALL, ALLIES HOPE, 
WITHIN FEW DAYS 


Peace Conference Difficulty, In- 
volving Turkish City, Expected 
to Solve Itseif. 





By Associated Press. ; 
LONDON, Jan. 9.—Adrianople_ will 


capitulate in the opinion of the Balkan 
plenipotentiaries, within a few days, 
either directly to the besieging forces or 
through European pressure. 

Meanwhile the ambassadorial confer- 


ence is doing little, hoping that the 
Adrianople difficulty will solve itself, in 
some manner and thus make interfer- 
ence by the powers unnecessary. More- 
over the action of the ambassadors is 
hampered by the previous agreement 
that they must be unanimous in any 
decision requiring active interference. 

Should the fall of Adrianople still be 
delayed, now that the conference is sus- 
pended, tt might become imperative for 
Europe to intervene; otherwise Europe 
would lose the prestige entitling her to 
dictate her will in smaller matters, such 
as creating an aus6nomous Albania and 
partitioning the Aegean Islands. 

One suggestion is that, failing a better 
solution, Adrianople might be ceded to 
the Powers, who could transfer it to 
the allies after permiting the Turkish 
garrison to depart with the honors of 
war, and guaranteeing other conditions, 
as the reservation of religious and prop- 
erty rights to the Turks and the crea- 
tion of certain courts for the trie! of 
civil suits arising between the Mus- 
sulmans. 

Some of those among the advanced 
gection of the allied delegates are of 
the opinion that now that they have 
paved the way for the expulsion of 
Turkey from Europe the Powers ought 
to complete the work by removing Islam 
from Constantinople and transforming 
the Turkish capital into an autonomous 
city under European control, and that 
they should study some system with 
the object of giving a real civilized gov- 
ernment to Asia Minor. If such steps 
are not taken, they declare that ere 
long there will be a repetition in Asia 
Minor of what has just occurred in the 
Balkans. 

Dispatches from Constantinople indi- 
cate that every sort of opinion obtains 
there as to the probable attitude of the 
Turk. Some declare that the Porte is 
prepared to cede the city, while others 
are equally firm in the belief that it 
never will be given up while Turkey is 
able to fight.
